2 arrested after Bedford meth lab discovery

'Bob's Bunch'planning 
ALS fundraiser, March 3 


Bridge closing dates a 
worry for prom parents

“Bob’s Bunch Battling ALS” 
is planning a fish fry and auction 
fundraising event on March 3 
to raise funds for ALS research 
and bring awareness to the local 
region about the disease. 

ALS—Amyotrophic Lateral 
Sclerosis is commonly called 
“Lou Gehrig’s Disease,” after the 
Hall of Fame New York Yankees 
first baseman who succumbed to 
the disease in 1941. 

ALS is an incurable fatal neu¬ 
romuscular disease characterized 
by progressive muscle weakness, 
resulting in paralysis, accord¬ 
ing to the ALS Association. The 
disease attacks nerve cells in 
the brain and spinal cord. Motor 
neurons, which control the move¬ 
ment of voluntary muscles, dete¬ 
riorate and eventually die. When 
the motor neurons die, the brain 
can no longer initiate and con¬ 
trol muscle movement. Because 
muscles no longer receive the 
messages they need in order to 
function, they gradually weaken 
and deteriorate. 

Bob’s Bunch was organized 
last spring by Bedford resident 
and Carroll County native Diane 
Vannarsdale McKinney, whose 


husband. Bob, was diagnosed 
with the disease in 2009. More 
than 40 members of the group, 
mostly residents of Trimble and 
Carroll counties, sold cookbooks 
and participated in the annual 
Walk to Defeat ALS in Louisville. 
Bob’s Bunch raised an astound¬ 
ing $11,800 last year. 

After a year of planning and 
coordinating for this year’s cam¬ 
paign Diane McKinney said the 
group has set a goal of $16,000 
for their fundraising effort in 
2012. 

The March 3 event will be held 
at the Milton Fire and Rescue 
Station 2, located midway 
between Milton and Bedford on 
U.S. 42 IN, from 10 a.m. until 2 
p.m. 

Milton Fire and Rescue will 
have a fish/chicken fry. There 
will be a yard sale, an auction 
of about 30 donated items and 
the second volume of the “Bob’s 
Bunch Battling ALS” cookbooks 
will be on sale. The auction is 
set to begin at noon with items 
including fine art from local art¬ 
ists and craftsmen, UK basket¬ 
ball and UK football tickets, plus 
numerous other items.

Last week’s announcement 
by transportation officials from 
Kentucky and Indiana regarding

Trimble’s prom is scheduled 
the same weekend and will again 
be held at the J. Graham Brown 
Campus Center at Hanover 
College. Project Prom is held 
at the TCHS gymnasium later 
in the evening to give students 
constructive activities and enter¬ 
tainment to keep them from 
abusing alcohol and other mis¬ 


chief on prom night. 

During the closure, travelers 
will be routed 26 miles east to 
the Markland Dam bridge or 46 
miles west to Louisville. 

Bedford resident Tracy 
Heveline, President of the par¬ 
ents’ organizational committee 
for Project Prom, hopes the clos¬ 
ing schedule can be changed. 
She has contacted State Rep. 
Rick Rand and plans to address 
the issue with State Sen. Ernie 
Harris. The prom is scheduled a 
year in advance, she said. 

“My biggest concern is that it’s 
a junior/senior prom,” Heveline 
said. “The seniors have been 
there and they kind of know their 
way around. The juniors haven’t 
been there before so many of 
them have to go over ahead of 
time to see how to get in. Many 
of them are new drivers and now 
we’re looking at having to go to 
Markland. Parents are painick- 
ing over that.” 

“With Project Prom they have 
to be in at a certain time or they 
can’t come in,” parent Debby 
Perry said. “If they have to drive 
an hour out of their way Project 
Prom is going to be half over by 
the time they get there.”

Strike days aboard a WWII 
airoaft carrier in the Pacific

A strike day starts early 
in the morning with the 
bombs being loaded in the 
planes. The planes had to 
be tied down at all times 
expect during takeoff. 
While these aircraft were 
being prepared and fueled, 
the pilots were in the ready 
room studying maps and 
targets to hit on Japan. 
These pilots were equipped 
with life jackets and para¬ 
chutes and their gear was 
so heavy they had to have 



help to get 
up in the 
planes.

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Agriculture, energy 
among areas of 
focus for House 


W hile no one can predict 
exactly what will pass in 
a regular legislative ses¬ 
sion, one constant can always be 
counted on: Diversity Last week 
was a textbook example of that 
in action in the Kentucky House, 
with legislation ranging from 
wild pigs to alternative energy 
projects. 

For those not in agriculture, 
wild pigs may not seem like a 
major issue, 
but the truth is 
that their grow¬ 
ing numbers 
are wreaking 
havoc in the 
fields of many 
farmers, includ¬ 
ing in Henry 
County If the 
legislation pass¬ 
ing the House 
unanimously 
last Monday 
becomes law, 
the Dept, 
of Fish and 
Wildlife would determine the 
exact size of the problem, and a 
plan of action would flow from 
there. 

On Tuesday, the House turned 
its attention to the use of clean¬ 
ing products in our schools. The 
goal here is to find ways to limit 
the exposure children may have 
with the sometimes-harsh chemi¬ 
cals used to keep a school clean. 
This bill would have the state’s 
Department of Education help 
promote other cleaning supplies 
that are just as effective but less 
toxic. 

Children were also the focus 
of an official report that came 
to light last week by a legisla¬ 
tive task force created in 2011 to 
study childhood obesity. 

It found that Kentucky is tied 
with Mississippi for the highest 
percentage of high school stu¬ 
dents classified as obese, with the 
rate nearly one in five. We’re tied 
for eighth with two other states 
when it comes to obesity among 
low-income children between the 
ages of two and four. 

This trend, not surprisingly, 
has long-term impacts both on 
the lives of these children as they 
mature and the state’s pocket- 
book as well. According to the 
report, Kentucky spends more 


than $1.2 billion annually on obe¬ 
sity-related medical conditions. 

On the positive side, some nota¬ 
ble strides are being made in our 
schools. The state regularly gets 
high marks for its food services, 
and we’re seeing such things as 
the Kentucky Farm to School pro¬ 
gram - found in more than 1,200 
schools across the state - put 
locally grown products onto our 
children’s plates. 

While we wait to see what leg¬ 
islation will move forward as a 
result of this report, the House 
did vote unanimously on Tuesday 
for a bill designed to keep our 
state government workforce 
healthy. Under this plan, the 
Personnel Cabinet would estab¬ 
lish a pilot program that would 
lay out incentives for qualified 
employees who take concrete 
steps to improve their health. A 
study would be done in coordina¬ 
tion to see how effective this is 
over the long term. 

On Wednesday, the House re¬ 
visited an area where it has taken 
the lead over the last several 
years: alternative and renew¬ 
able energy. This legislation, sent 
unanimously to the Senate, would 
exempt the sales tax on equip¬ 
ment needed for geothermal drill¬ 
ing and expand tax incentives to 
more companies involved in the 
alternative and renewable energy 
field. 

One of the most widely dis¬ 
cussed topics last week wasn’t 
on legislation still before us but 
on a bill that was signed into law 
last month: the redistricting of 
the General Assembly’s popula¬ 
tion boundaries and those of the 
Kentucky Supreme Court. As 
happened in the wake of redis¬ 
tricting in the 1990s, this matter 
is now in the courts to determine 
if the plan was done properly. If 
that case from nearly 20 years 
ago is a guide, it may be a year 
or two before a final answer from 
the Supreme Court is handed 
down. 

As we wait to see what happens 
next, the number of bills mov¬ 
ing through the House will begin 
picking up in the days ahead. 
Many of the major initiatives, 
from limiting prescription drug 
abuse to the budget, are still in

Garriott and 
B.A. Hutcherson have moved 
their equipment temporarily to 
the blacksmith shop behind the 
postoffice, where they will con¬ 
tinue their repair work. They 
expect to be back in the new 
building in about three weeks. 

Under the supervision of 
county officers, the courthouse 
yard here is being leveled and 
improved with dirt excavated 
from the site of the new Bedford 
Garage. An arrangement was 
effected whereby the county 
road crew under the supervision 
of A.B. Lehue is removing the 
dirt from the garage construc¬ 
tion job and hauling it to the 
square, where it is used in filling 
up the low places in the yard.

Seeking God's face 


C ircle this date on 
your calendar: Feb. 
15, “John Frum 

Day.” 

Celebrated on the 
remote South Pacific 
island of Tanna, on John 
Fmm Day islanders dress 
up as American G.I.s, 
with “USA” painted in 
red on their bare chests 
and backs and march in 
perfect step with bamboo 
rifles on their shoulders. 

According to a 2006 
Smithsonian magazine 
account, on this “holi¬ 
est of days,” islanders 
honor their messiah, John 
Frum. As one village elder 
explained, “John promised 
he’ll bring planeloads and 
shiploads of cargo to us 
from America if we pray 
to him.” John Frum is 
said to dwell inside Yasur, 
Tanna’s sacred volcano. 

“Yasur” means God in 
their language. No one 
knows why John Fmm 
lives inside an active vol¬ 
cano, nor has any sober 
islander ever seen him. 

But they believe he exists 
and drops treasures and 
gifts from the sky. John 
Fmm worship is said to 
have begun during World 
War II when American 
troops were stationed on 
the island and airplanes 
would bring them cargo 
and supplies. To the island 
natives who had no frame 
of reference, they inter¬ 
preted what they saw as 


some sort 
of magic 
or miracle 
- giant 
objects 
filled with 
goodies 
coming 
down from 
the sky 
to their 
island. 

Some 
say John 
Frum 

might mean “John, from 
America.” 

After the war ended 
and the Americans left, 
Tanna islanders built 
symbolic landing strips 
and danced and chanted, 
hoping to encourage 
John Frum to bring them 
goodies - TVs, medicine, 
Coca-Cola, radios, etc. 
Frum followers believe 
he will come back on a 
Feb. 15. Anthropologists 
call this a “cargo cult,” 
which form in other places 
of the world when mod¬ 
ern technology meets an 
indigenous (“unmodern”) 
people, such as when an 
airplane brings food to 
them. 

It’s reasonable to think 
that people would want 
“John from America” to 
come back and bring them 
more stuff And maybe 
by wishing really hard or 
doing some sort of dance 
or performing some sort 
of ritual they might make 


it happen. I heard about 
cargo cults while listening 
to a radio program about 
superstitions. The show 
hosts were talking about 
their own superstitions, 
like a lucky shirt that one 
of them always wore to job 
inteiwiews because eveiy 
time she has worn it, she 
got the job. 

She said she knows the 
shirt has no power, but 
just in case.... 

That got me thinking 
about how I sometimes 
approach God. Even 
though I know all God 
requires of any of his chil¬ 
dren is to come to him, 
believing that he welcomes 
his own with open arms, 
sometimes - oh, who am I 
kidding? Often -1 attach 
all sorts of caveats: “It’s 
been a long time since I’ve 
prayed or read the Bible, 
so first I better do some¬ 
thing religious or God 
won’t listen,” I’ll think. 

Or I’ll remember how 
once I prayed for some¬ 
thing while kneeling with 
my head touching the floor 
and God answered so I’ll 
try that posture again, 
thinking (hoping) that 
it’s particularly “holy.” 

It’s easy to believe that 
what I do brings the face 
and favor of God, but he 
doesn’t roll that way. It’s 
never my feiwor; it’s never 
my faith. It’s never my 
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Former Asbury women’s coach awarded 
nearly $400,000 in discrimination lawsuit

NICHOLASVILLE — A 
Jessamine Circuit Court 
jury awarded a former 
women’s basketball coach 
nearly $400,000 last week in 
a civil trial against Asbury 
University in Wilmore. 

Debi Powell won the case 
in a unanimous verdict 
at the end of the trial in 
Nicholasville, said her attor¬ 
ney, Debra Ann Doss. 


The jury awarded Powell 
$300,000 for humiliation, 
embarrassment and emo¬ 
tional distress, plus $88,325 
in back wages and benefits, 
her attorney said. 

Debra Dawahare and 
Leila O’Carra, the attorneys 
representing the university, 
could not be immediately 
reached for comment. 

At the time Powell filed the 
suit, the Christian liberal- 
arts school in Wilmore was 
known as Asbury College. It 


changed its name to Asbury 
University in 2010. 

Powell was fired as the 
women’s head basketball 
coach in 2008. She had been 
head coach for six years and 
an assistant coach for three. 

Powell said she was retali¬ 
ated against and terminated 
as a result of having made 
gender- discrimination com¬ 
plaints within the athletic 
department, Doss said.The 
jury found that “she was 
retaliated against for mak¬ 
ing good-faith complaints 
of gender discrimination,” 
Doss said. 

The college had alleged 
that Powell had engaged in 
inappropriate conduct with 
an assistant coach, “even 
though it amounted to hold¬ 
ing hands in prayer and 
touching her on the shoul¬ 
der in consolation while her 
(assistant) coach was cry¬ 
ing about something,” Doss 
said. 

Powell is now employed 
at the Fayette County 
Detention Center, Doss said.

M ost people are 

aware of the dan¬ 
ger to ash trees 
from the emerald ash 
borer throughout North 
America. According to a 
sobering USDA Forest 
Service publication, 
“Emerald ash borer is 
the most destructive for¬ 
est insect introduced into 
North America in recent 
history. Our present abil¬ 
ity to detect, contain, 
eradicate, or manage EAB 
infestations is limited.... 
The eventual loss of the 
vast majority of ash trees 
in North America should 
be anticipated.” To read 
the entire publication, 
please visit http://na.fs.fed.

Since 2009, 19 Kentucky 
counties have found the 
invasive pest, and more 
can expect it to penetrate 
their landscapes, accord¬ 
ing to Jeffrey Stringer, 

UK Extension Forestry 
Specialist. As a result of 
this invasion, a quaran¬ 
tine area surrounding 
these counties was set 
up to limit the spread of 
ash logs, lumber and fire¬ 
wood that contributes to 
spreading the emerald ash 
borer to other counties. 
Trimble County is within 
the quarantine area. As 
of this date, no traps have 
been found positive for 
the emerald ash borer. 
Trimble County ranks 
70th out of Kentucky’s

The 
results 
of recent 
trapping 
conducted 
by the 
University 
of Ken¬ 
tucky’s 
entomol¬ 
ogy department indicate 
the spread of EAB outside 
the current quarantine 
area. 

These results may 
initiate a change in the 
quarantine area, which 
could be the expansion of 
the current quarantine to 
encompass counties where 
insects have been found in 
traps, or the development 
of a statewide quarantine. 

The Forest Health Task 
Force, a voluntary consor¬ 
tium of state and federal 
agencies, natural resource 
groups, forest industries, 
and woodland owners has 
met and provided informa¬ 
tion that will be used to 
reach a definitive decision 
regarding how an expan¬ 
sion of the quarantine will 
be handled. 

New occurrences are 
not extensive, and gener¬ 
ally are around the areas 
where EAB has been 
found before, in counties 
adjacent to the current 
quarantine zone. However, 


the implications are costly, 
particularly for town and 
city governments because 
EAB causes street/shade 
trees to die. 

Spread of EAB is also an 
issue for the wood indus¬ 
try. Currently, a permit 
is required to move wood 
outside the quarantine 
area, and since many 
transactions involve mov¬ 
ing wood from one county 
to another, this is a burden 
on the industry. 

There is no evidence 
from other states that 
spread of EAB has been 
slowed by any means. 
Nothing has been found 
effective. In short, EAB 
will 

• continue to spread 
•be effective in causing 
mortality of ash trees 
Additionally, federal 
support for trapping is in 
jeopardy, and the number 
of traps (currently 5,000 
to 6,000) may be reduced 
to 1,000 to 2,000. This 
reduction would restrict 
researchers’ ability to 
know where EAB is occur¬ 
ring, ww. for estryimages . org 
For more information, 
please contact the Trimble 
County Cooperative 
Extension Service at 502- 
255-7188 or check out 
EAB info at http://pest.

USDA announces GRP general sign-up 


Lexington KY - The 
Farm Service Agency State 
Executive Director, John 
W. McCauley, announced 
that the US. Department 
of Agriculture will conduct 
a four-week Conservation 
Reserve Program general 
signup. This CRP signup 
will begin on March 12, 
2012 and end on April 6, 
2012. 

CRP has a 25-year lega¬ 
cy of successfully protect¬ 
ing the nation’s natural 
resources, while providing 
significant economic and 
environmental benefits to 
rural communities across 
the United States. CRP is 
a voluntary program avail¬ 
able to agricultural produc¬ 
ers to help them use envi¬ 
ronmentally sensitive land 
for conservation benefits. 

Producers enrolled 
in CRP plant long-term, 
resource-conserving cov¬ 
ers to improve the quality 


of water, control soil ero¬ 
sion and develop wildlife 
habitat. In return, USDA 
provides participants with 
rental payments and cost- 
share assistance. Contract 
duration is between 10 
and 15 years. Producers 
with expiring contracts 
and producers with envi¬ 
ronmentally sensitive land 
are encouraged to evaluate 
their options under CRP 
Producers also are 
encouraged to look into 
CRP’s other enrollment 
opportunities offered on a 
continuous, non-competi¬ 
tive, signup basis. Offers 
for CRP contracts are 
ranked according to the 
Environmental Benefits 
Index. USDA’s Farm 
Service Agency collects data 
for each of the EBI factors 
based on the relative envi¬ 
ronmental benefits for the 
land offered. Each eligible 
offer is ranked in compari¬ 


son to all other offers and 
selections made from that 
ranking. 

FSA uses the following 
EBI factors to assess the 
environmental benefits for 
the land offered: 

"^Wildlife habitat benefits 
resulting from covers on 
contract acreage; 

"^Water quality benefits 
from reduced erosion, run¬ 
off and leaching; 

* On-farm benefits from 
reduced erosion; 

^Benefits that will likely 
endure beyond the contract 
period; 

*Air quality benefits 
from reduced wind erosion; 
and 

*Cost.

plane but he lost his 
nerve. The third pilot flew 
this plane off the flight 
deck and was killed when 
the bomb exploded in his 
plane, just as he cleared 
the ship. 

Another day when planes 
were taking off, a pilot 
roared his plane across 
the flight deck when the 
engine started to cut out, 
losing power as he cleared 
the deck. The plane turned 
to the right, lost power and 
splashed into the ocean. I 
ran to the right side of 
the ship to see if the plane 
was floating. The pilot and 
plane had already sunk 
into the Pacific. 

When the planes 
returned from their mis¬ 
sion to land on our flight 
deck, it was the job of the 
landing signal officer to 
signal the planes to come 
aboard or make another 
circle and try again. The 
plane should be near the 
center of the flight deck at 
the rear of the ship. The 
rear end of the ship some¬ 
times raised approximately 
15 feet above level and then 
dipped 15 feet for a span 
of 30 feet. The signalman 
would want the pilot to 
make another circle if the 
rear end of the deck was 
in a dip position, because 
if the deck raised the plane 
would crash into the deck. 
The signalman stood with 
blue canvas background 
behind him so the pilot 
could see him clearly. 

One day a plane was com¬ 
ing in for a landing with 
the deck in the dipped posi¬ 
tion. The pilot was signaled 
to make another circle, but 
came on in, crashed into the 
flight deck, caught fire and 
went over the side into the 
ocean. The signalman had 
to jump over the side but 
was caught by a net below. 
He told me he thought his 
time had come when the 
burning plane came over 
the side above the net 
where he had jumped. 

It was my job to make 
another canvas back¬ 
ground for the signal officer 
because the old one burned 
during the crash. 

Another day as I was 


on watch, wearing head¬ 
phones with a long cord 
at the island structure, I 
walked out of my station 
on the flight deck. I was 
watching the planes come 
in for a landing when a 
plane was way off center 
and was waved off by the 
signal officer. The pilot 
came on in for a landing. 
The right wing hit a five- 
inch gun mount near the 
island structure. Buddy 
Rogers from Milton was a 
gunner on one of the five- 
inch gun mounts. He told 
me later his gun was shoot¬ 
ing at a suicide plane that 
made a hit on the aircraft 
carrier USS Franklin that 
killed B.G. Neal, also from 
Milton. 

Steel cables were 
stretched across the flight 
deck to stop the planes as 
they landed on deck. If they 
missed one cable, there 
were several more cables at 
intervals up the flight deck. 
The tails of the planes were 
equipped with hooks. 

When a pilot would come 
in for a landing he would 
lower the nose of the plane 
before he arrived at a cable, 
raise the nose and the tail 
hook would catch in the 
cable and stop the plane. 

One pilot missed several 
cables and lowered the nose 
of the plane too far and the 
plane turned a somersault 
and landed upside down 
destroying the plane.

Newspaper documented devastation after 1937 flood 


Crest of 72.75 feet reached 
at Milton January 26 

February 25, 1937-the 
most disastrous flood in the 
138 years of this country’s 
history crested at 72.75 
feet on Tuesday, January 
26 and on Wednesday, 
January 27, began a slow 
recession of .1 of a foot an 
hour and by the week of 
February 8 the Main Street 
business section of Milton, 
the farm homes in Cooper’s 


and Trout and Hunter’s 
bottoms, the business sec¬ 
tion of Wises Landing, and 
the rural community of 
Patton’s Creek were clear 
of water and the work of 
restoring normal activities 
was begun. 

Every store and place of 
business and 64 houses in 
the town proper in Milton 
were flooded, the majority 
of which suffered complete 
inundation. The home of 
the Milton editor of the 


Trimble Democrat, Mr. 
Chas. A. Barclay, was the 
only two-story residence 
in the town with a dry 
upper story. At the time 
of the 1884 flood water 
stood 5 inches deep on the 
first floor of this home and 
when the water was on a 
stand during the recent 
flood only seven inches 
of space separated the 
rampaging river from the 
second story floor. Many 
of the homes were com-

pletely submerged and the 
roofs of others could be 
seen protruding above the 
water. 

Stay at Posts-With the 
exception of a few hours, 
from Sunday to Tuesday, 
prior to the crest of the 
flood, the Milton telephone 
operators three in num¬ 
ber, maintained service 
at the exchange on a few 
remaining lines. During 
the period of evacuation 
of the office the keys to 
three lines were opened 
and service on these lines 
was continued. 

A temporary line was 
strung across the bridge 
and communication 
to the north was estab¬ 
lished. This was one of 
the few lines that spanned 
the Ohio throughout its 
length. 

Complete service has 
not as yet been restored, 
although the Bell 
Telephone Company is 
restoring service as fast as 
is humanly possible under 
the existing circumstanc¬ 
es. 


Housed in School 

More than fifty families, 
composing 105 persons, 
of the flooded Milton area 
were housed in the school 
building in temporary 
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quarters. Other refugees 
in this area were taken to 
the homes of friends and 
relatives. 

The general store of 
Hamilton & Wingham had 
temporary quarters in the 
Milton School gymnasium 
and supplies were secured 
for those in greatest need. 

Food, Supplies by Barge 

Food and supplies were 
brought into the county 
by way of skiffs from the 
Kentucky approach of the 
Milton-Madison Bridge 
and loaded into trucks 
for the distribution to 
the general stores in the 
county. 


The United States 
District Engineers office at 
Cincinnati, Oho, ordered 
the construction of ramps 
and a barge to open the 
Milton-Madison bridge in 
order that government 
equipment and relief sup¬ 
plies could be moved to 
the needed points in the 
south. This service was 
established Friday follow¬ 
ing the crest of the flood 
on Wednesday, 

This barge served the 
people of Trimble County 
by ferrying trucks laden 
with foodstuffs. It is stat¬ 
ed that this was the only 
crossing for hundreds of 
miles up and down the 
Ohio.

Carroll’s Dallas Gibson 
was too hot to handle 
for the visiting Trimble 
County Raiders. He used 
his repertoire of inside 
post moves, grabbed offen¬ 
sive rebounds for put- 
backs and hit 10-12 free 
throws for a 30-point, 17- 
rebound-performance, en 
route to a 67-55 Panther 
victory Tuesday, Jan. 31. 

“I was really proud 
of Dallas,” head coach 
Carroll Yager said. “...

Down 28-26 at halftime, 
the Panthers exploded in 
the third quarter, outscor- 
ing the Raiders 22-12. 
Gibson hit four baskets 
and a pair of free throws, 
while Brandon Stewart 
scored seven of his nine 
in the quarter to help bol¬ 
ster the lead. Stewart hit 
a short jump shot in the 
right corner to give the 
Panthers the lead for good, 
36-35 with about 4:30 
minutes to go in the third 
quarter. 

On the first possession 
of the fourth quarter, 
Gibson got open under¬ 
neath the basket for an 
old-fashioned three-point 
play to give Carroll their 
largest lead of the game, 
51-40. 

But the Raiders refused 
to quit. Craig Ward hit a 
3-pointer on back-to-back 
possessions to cut the lead 
to five. 

Following a 1-2 trip 
to the charity stripe by 
Gibson, Dylan Staples 
was fouled after grabbing 
an offensive rebound and 
hit both free throws, 52- 
48. Unfortunately for the 
Raiders, four points was as 
close as they would get, as 
they were forced to start 
fouling the Panthers late 


in the game. From that 
point on, the home team 
was 13-16 from the line. 

Yager said he was 
proud of his team’s com¬ 
posure and execution. 
The Panthers turned the 
ball over just 14 times. 
“I thought we played 32 
minutes tonight. That’s 
what we’ve been working 
towards. I was just real 
pleased with the way we 
played.” 

Trimble head coach 
Johnny Deep said his 
team’s strategy was to 
pressure the ball and push 
the ball up and down the 
floor. “First half, we played 
exactly how we wanted the 
game to go,” he said. “... 
We just missed too many 
shots. We missed five or six 
point-blank layups at the 
rim and then also probably 
six or seven free throws. 
Against a team when 
there’s not that great of a 
talent difference, you can’t 
afford to have those gaps. 
And then in the second 
half, they just outplayed 
us and made more plays 
than we did. The game 
was their tempo, their 
style in the second half, 
and we didn’t handle that 
very well.” 

Ward led the Raiders 
with 15 points, four three- 
pointers and three-straight 
free throws after he was 
fouled on an attempt 
in the fourth quarter. 
“Craig Ward is one of 
the best shooters in the 
whole region,” Deep said. 
“Sometimes I have more 
faith in Craig’s shot than 
he has in it. Anytime he 
gets a crack, I want him 
to shoot it. He’s made big 
shots for us all night, and 
he continued to make big 
shots again tonight. I was 
really proud of him.” 

Deep also praised Staples 
for the way he attacked 
the Carroll defense. “He 
missed 10 games with an 


ankle injury, and he attacks 
the rim hard, and he’s a 
really good player. He’s 
working off some rust, but 
I was really proud of his 
effort. He guards the ball 
tremendously well, and I 
can’t say enough about the 
effort he gave tonight.” 

Yager said he thought 
both teams played much 
better than in their first 
matchup the second game 
of the season on Dec. 1. 
“We were just fortunate 
to come away with a win 
because it was just a real¬ 
ly hard-fought game, 32 
minutes of everybody get¬ 
ting after each other. And 
that’s the fun part of high 
school basketball.” 

For Deep, the game was 
bittersweet. The first-year 
head coach is a Carroll 
County alum and coached 
middle school and junior 
varsity basketball for the 
Panthers. This was his 
first game sitting on the 
opposing bench of a rival 
school on his former home 
court. 

“I owe a lot to Carroll 
County,” he said. “They 
gave me my first teaching 
position, my first coaching 
position, and I only have 
good memories about it. 
Unfortunately it’s hard to 
go out and play against 
guys. This junior class 
is the first class I ever 
coached, and it’s just really 
(hard) to go out and coach 
against them because I 
always want them to do 
so well and I’ve got to try 
to beat them on nights 
like this, and it’s tough. 
But it was fun. It was a 
nice atmosphere, the band 
was here, kids were all 
excited about playing and 
that’s what high school 
basketball is all about. It’s 
a win-win for both coun¬ 
ties at this point and I’m 
just proud of the effort 
everybody gave.”

The man known to

Then came the moment 
the fans were waiting for, 
the opportunity to meet 
the man himself. Petty, 
who was introduced by leg¬ 
endary voice of NASCAR

Doug and Petty sat in 
big leather chairs on stage 
with a big screen behind 
them and talked about 
Petty’s career before Petty 
began taking questions 
from the fans. 

The question Petty is

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Local legislators report on General Assembly session 


Senate passes bills on education, calendar adjustments for schools with polling locations 


T he Senate passed 
several bills this 
week. Of these bills, 
three education bills are of 
particular importance. 

Many students feel 
bored with the pace of 
high school during their 
senior year. Senate Bill 
86, passed with bipartisan 
support, helps focus our 
students on the higher 
challenges required of 
them. It provides an early 
graduation option to high 
school students who meet 
course requirements, 
grade point average, and 
college readiness stan¬ 
dards. 

A student who com¬ 
pletes an early gradua¬ 
tion program will receive 
an “Early Graduation 
Scholarship Certificate” 
with the approximate 
value of 24 credit hours 


at KCTCS, and may be 
utilized at any 2 year or 
4 year SACS accredited 
postsecondary institution 
in Kentucky. 

Conversely, our children 
who are intellectually 
and/or developmentally 
challenged also work hard 
in their way to reach cer¬ 
tain academic standards. 
Senate Bill 43 recognizes 
the course work of these 
students by providing an 
alternative diploma. These 
special children who con¬ 
tinue their studies at the 
high school level are dedi¬ 
cated young people who 
should take pride in their 
achievements. 

As many of us with 
children have experienced, 
schools are closed during 
elections because some 
schools are also used as 
places where people can 


vote. 

But what happens if 
there is no polling place 
there? Senate Bill 21 
permits school districts 
where no schools are used 
as a polling place to adjust 
their calendar to keep 
schools open during a 
regular, special, or prima¬ 
ry election. It would also 
allow a district to schedule 
election days as instruc¬ 
tional or make-up days. 
This is a more efficient 
use of space and allows for 
greater continuity in our 
children’s education. 

Finally, the Right to Life 
Rally was on Wednesday. 
As usual, the Capitol 
Rotunda was packed with 
families and single people; 
all of them concerned folk. 

The pro-life platform 
is one I have championed 
since the beginning. This

year, as in years past, the 
Senate will vote through 
a bill to direct a doctor to 
have a face-to-face meet¬ 
ing with the woman who 
is considering an abortion. 
Right now, these “meet¬ 
ings” are sometimes done 
through a recorded phone 
message, which is disre¬ 
spectful to the woman. As 
with any medical proce¬ 
dure, a patient deserves 
to have the opportunity to 
get information directly 


from a medical profes¬ 
sional and have the oppor¬ 
tunity to ask questions. I 
will write more about this 
bill and other pro-life bills 
that will be introduced at 
a later date.
